OHICAOO on — Radar pictures 
of state-Wide weather systems are 
belng'dSveloped an » tool for fore- 
casting thunderstorms ond torna- 
does. 

Two University of Chicago 

-mdonhows dearly "K 
how onl-mile wide clouds expand 
Into larger weather groupings that 
often spawn oevere storms. 

The researchers are Tetsuya FU' 
Jito, reaearoh associate, and H. Al 
bcrt Brown, Instructor at the de. 
partment of meteorology. 

Radar photos taken every mln 
ute form a graphic ^ biography of 
four auch storm systems they stud- 
led. The weather pattern Is known 
as a mesosystem, which extends 
from 10 lo 300 miles In radius. 

According to FuJIto ond Brown, 
the beginning of o mesosystem la 
a column of water condensation In 
the atmosphere a mile wide and 
two mllu high. 

Thus ttoy water di'oplets of con- 
densation, girowlng In size ond 
;iumber, form a dense barrier that 
reflects radar waves. 

Radar photos show that the con 
denRotlnn grows Into a small cloud 
that dLuppenrs hi about 20 min- 
utes. Then several new ones form, 
grow Inrger and disappear again. 
The entire sequence often Is 
pealed lor o.n long as 13 hours, the 
research showed.

He stopped Jem Roche in 1:28 
of the first round at Dublin, Ire- 
land, March n, 1908, according to 
the Ring Record Book. Joe Louis' 
annihilation of Max Schmeilng in 
2:04 of the first round, June 22, 
1938. la the second fastesL 

Rademacher, a balding, 28-year 
old former foottoall player, almost 
certainly has to nail Patterson early 
If he hna any chiince at all. The big 
fellow, who stands 6-1 ti and weighs 
210, is * slow-moving fighter with 
fairly fast hands aiid a good punch. 
He was dropped In the first round 
by Dan Bekker. a slocky South 
African, in the Olympic semifinals 
at Melbourne. But Pete Jumped up 
quickly and atopped his rival. 

'An amateur for 15 years, Rade- 
macher Is accustomed to fighting 3- 
round bouts. At this stage it would 
be difficult for him to gear himself 
for longer fights. Patterson, who 



won the Olympic IflS-p'ound crown 
in 1052, found It difficult to adjust

Secretary of the Interior Pred 
Seaton wrote (ihairman of the com- 
mittees, asking that $106,000 be 
made available to study a project 
which would flood the sites of a 
dam proposed by a group of private 
power companies and another plan- 
ned by Idaho Power company 

Seaton wants to transfer the 
money from other survey projects 
and use It at Pleasant Valley, down- 
stream from the Hells canyon reach 
of the Columbia river tributary, 
during the year which began July 1. 

The high Pleasant Viilley struc- 
ture would flood the sites of a lower 
Pleasant Valley dam proposed by 
Pacific Northwest Power companv 
and »-Hells canyon dam licensed by 
the federal power ^ commission for 
construction upstream by Idaho
